Ho 
said they were valuable and tho 
governineiit had followed the ],oliey 
concerning tlieiii which had lieeu adopted 
by jireceding goveniiuentH, and would 
maintain the nghts of the colonists with 
every desire to conciliate the United 
States. The government was unable at- 
present to narrate the whole course of 
the negotiations with the United States, 
but would slate that a dispakeh had been 
received which was of a pacific character, 
and all'orded material grounds for holte 
of a linal settlement of the diaputo. 
United States minister Phelps had a 
serious conference with Salisbury to-day, 
at the premier's re(iuest, to discuss the 
Canadian lisheries' (iiioslion. Tho con- 
ference was most cordial on both sides. 
.'Salisbury cxjircssed liiniself gratilied at 
the general tone of tho .\niorican people 
in tlio dispute, and ho assured Phelps 
that England and Canada were equally 
desirous of an amicable adjustment of the 
whole case.

On one occasion a 
cow gavo birth to four, but none wore liv- 
ing and tho mother died a few months af- 
terwards. 1 always ma le it a rule t(j 
weigh all oalve.s immediately they were 
horn and the heaviest weighed 112 lbs; 
one li.ateli of three weighed 142 lbs. Or- 
dinary calvea weigh from 40 to UO lbs.

The Proprietor of the Leland House, Van- 
couver, Takes a Dose of l>uudaiiiuii 

iind Kiids His Life. 

S. ■ Ilirschberg, the proprietcjr of the 
Lelanil liouse, Vane(.inver, roused his 
employees earlj' yesterd.iy morning, and 
then taking a stretcher went to the attic 
of the house. He was shortly after 
missed, and bis wifo hearing someone 
gr(..aiiiiig, went up to the attic where she 
founil her liUHliand in a stiile of senii- 
cojisciousneas. By his aide waa a vial 
labeled "laudanum," showing that the 
unfortunate man had taken the poison. 
Medical help waa at once summoned and 
every means used to restore him to life, 
but without avail and he died at iioon.
